When they 
returned to Norway they laid the 
m ' iter before their government, and 
King Oscar was deeply moved by 
the tale of heroism. He immediately 
gave orders to have prepared two 
beautiful souvenirs, to be presented 
to the two .young girls in the name 
of the people of Norway. These con­ 
sist of two handsome silver lock ets 
with heavy silver chains, appropri­ 
ately inscribed, and inclosed in hand­ 
some cases, with the royal arms of 
Sweden and Norway embossed in 
gold on the covers.
